CHEN ziming, 38, economist and Director of Beijing Research 
Institute of Social and Economic Sciences (RISES); also 
founder, editor and publisher of now-banned Economic _studies 
Weekly. Sentenced on February 12, 1991 to 13 years' 
imprisonment and 4 years' deprivation of political rights 
for conducting "counterrevolutionary propaganda and 
agitation" and "conspiring to subvert the government," 
Denounced in Chinese official media as one of "masterminds" 
of 1989 pro-democracy movement. Previously imprisoned in 
1976 after participating in demonstrations against the Gang 
of Four. Placed in solitary confinement for five months in 
1991 in Beijing Prison No. 2 (AI UA 11/30/90, 2/15/91; Asia 
Watch "Repression in China Since June 4, 1989"; New York 
Times 11/28/90, 12/1/90, 2/13/91, 9/1/91) 
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GAO Shan, 40, economist, Deputy Dirootor of Research 
Institute for the Reform of the Political System of the 
Communist Party Central Comuittee; also adviser to Research 
Institute for the Reform of the Economic Structure (RIRES) . 
Arrested in June 1989 rx> f detained in Qincheng prison; 
reported to have been textured- Publicly denounced by Mayor 
of Beijing as supporter of "bourgeois liberalization" and 
for participating in meeting to protest martial law (AI/UA 
China Co-Group list, 10/30/89; NAS member; Asia Watch 
"Repression in China Since June 4, 1989") 

LI Shaoyu, 40, assistant researcher in Industrial and 
Economics Department, Sichuan Academy of Social Sciences, 
reportedly arrested sometime before April 1990 (Asia Watch,

LI Shengping, 42, researcher at Economics and Technology 
institute (subsequently banned) and at Institute of Marxist-

LIU Xiaofeng, 36, Deputy Director, Research Institute for 
the Reform of the Economic structure (RIRES) , former head of 
Beijing University student association and mayor of Ge'ermu 
(Qinghai province), arrested in 1989, reportedly held in 
Qincheng Prison (Asia Watch "Repression In China Since June 
4, 1989" & update 1/2/90, Committee to End the Chinese 
Gulag*, "Social Scientists July 8, 1991) 

WANG Juntao, 32, economist and co-founder of Research 
institute of Social and Economic Sciences (RISES), associate 
editor of Economic studies fleeKly , and deputy director of 
Beijing Young Economists Association, arrested in 1989 and 
sentenced on February 13, 1991 to 13 years' imprisonment and 
4 years' deprivation of political rights for 
"counterrevolutionary propaganda and agitation 1 ' and 
"conspiring to subvert the government." Included on Public 
Security list of seven most wanted intellectuals. Earlier 
imprisoned in 1976 for demonstrating against Gang of Four; 
also supported 1978-79 democracy movement. Placed in 
solitary confinement for five in Beijing Prison No. 2. (AI 
UA 2/25/91, 2/15/91, 7/11/89; Asia Watch "Repression in 
China Since June 4, 1989" & updates 11/15/89, 1/30/91 & 
2/18/91; flew York Times 2/13/91 and 9/1/91) 

WU Jiaxiang, 35, economic researcher in Communist Party 
Central Committee Secretariat, arrested in July 1989 after 
drafting speeches and writing letters critical of Chinese 
leaders during democracy movement, charged with 
"counterrevolutionary incitement and propaganda" in February 
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1991, held in Qincheng Prison (Committee to End the Chinese 
Gulag, "social Scientists," July 8, 1991; Foundation for 
Human Rights & Democracy in China, "Partial Arrest and 
Disappearance List," June 19, 1991) 

YANG Guansan, mid- 30s, economist and Deputy Director of 
Social Survey Department of Research Institute for the 
Reform of the Economic Structure (RIRES) , arrested in June 
1989; denounced by Mayor of Beijing for supporting 
"bourgeois liberali2ation 11 and participating in meeting to 
protest martial law, reportedly held in Qincheng Prison (AI 
UA 7/7/89; Asia Match update 11/15/89 and "Two Years After 
Tiananmen," 5/30/91; Committee to End the Chinese Gulag, 
"Social Scientists," July 8, 1991)

WAN Xinjin, 32, instructor in political science at Research

province); described by authorities as a "ringleader" of

Previously 
detained in 1978 after writing "On Proletarian-Democratic 
Revolution" calling for a two-party system and greater 
denocratiaation (Accaderaia Nazionale Dei Lincei; Asia Watch 
"Repression in China Since June 4, 1989," Amnesty
